will be let Sunday. 


A feature of the entire deveiopment 


in which winter sports enthusiasts of 
ihe county and business men as well 
will be interested was the statement 
that the state has given assurance that 
within two years snow removal on 
U. S. 50 to Lake Tahoe will be under- 
taken. 

On this basis, the Echo Lakes de- 
velopment is planned as an all-year re- 
sort. 


Some preparations for the develop- | 


ment have been made by the Forest 
Service in landscaping at the site, 
and in realignment of the road leading 
to Echo Lake. The new route swings 
to the left at the beginning of the de- 
scent to the lake, and reaches the lake 
on a gradual descent, eliminating the 


steep grades and sharp curves on the' 


old road.

Family Returned Saturday 
To Complete 8,000-Mile 
Tour Lasting Six Weeks 


An Alaska vacation is one of the best 
trips anyone can make at a cost with- 
in reason, and get his money’s worth.

W. A. Reckers of the 8,000-mile vaca- 
tion tour spanning six weeks which 
ended last Saturday night with the re- 
turn to Placerville of Dr. and Mrs. 
Reckers, and Miss Florence Reckers. 
They had been accompanied on the 
trip by Mrs. Charles Swisler, of Sac- 
ramento. 

“The boat on the Yukon River 
whistles when there is anything of spe- 
cial interest,” the doctor» declared. 
“Sometimes it is an old scraggly cari- 
bou, or a bear.. Sometimes we pulled 
into the bank to pick up letters from 
some lone settler. 

“We saw the midnight sun from Fort 
Yukon on June 24. It touched the hor- 
ison in the northwest and started up 
again in the northeast, but was never 
completely out of sight. They said if 
we had been there June 22, we could 
have seen the sun just bouncing along 
the horizon like a duck trying to get 
off the water. 

“We got lots of pictures. Florence 
asked to see an Eskimo on one occa- 
sion and after looking over the crowd 
much like you would if you were loox- 
ing for someone at the county fair, 


they pointed one out among the crowd | 


He didn’t look much like 
the Eskimo we associate with igloos. 
I suppose they are further north.” 

Leaving Placerville July 10, the party 
drove to Seattle to board an Alaska- 
bound boat which carried them by the 
inland passage to Skagway and thence 
across the Gulf of Alaska to Seward 
where they boarded train on the gov- 
ernment railroad and continued to a 
small station called Curry and from 
there to Mt. McKinley National Park, 
where they were quite comfortably 
‘housed in tent cabins.

Total revenues on the line during 
this period have been 23.23 cents per 
mile showing a loss in operation of 
38.96 cents per mile which, for the 
year, aggregates $15,635.82. 

The per mile revenue of the train is 
itemized as follows: passengers, 8.11 
cents; mail, 13.62 cents; express 1 cent 
and milk and cream 0.50 cents.

“ewe had excellent weather and Mt. 
McKinley 
towering up there to a height of 20,- 
300 feet.

tain hidden by clouds. We were lucky,” 
he deciared. 

There were lots of mountain goats, 
caribou and bear to be seen. 


The party continued on the railroad | 
to Palmer, headquarters of the Mat- | 


anuska colony, most of whose members 
Dr. Reckers found doing well. 


“It is just like it is any other place,” 
he declared. ‘““You find people who can 
make things go and people who can’t. 
Most of the colonists appeared satis- 
fied. They have “a_ hospital, two, 
churches. electricity. good water and’ 
quite a little settlement. They 
good vegetables and some of the col- 
onists supplement their 
working out, just as some of our farm- 
ers do here.” 


Fairbanks was the next point of call. 
a town of 3.000 only 370 miles from the 


north pole: The temperature was 92! 
degrees and stores advertised electric | 


fans in their windows. 

Continuing to Nenana, 
boarded a Yukon boat and 
northwesterly to the Yukon River and 
thence 2,100 miles up the Yukon, which 
is from two to twenty-five miles wide 
and dotted with islands.
